A Case for Candour. 

The report of “mutiny’’—the word is 
official—in the Free State Army has 
provoked easiness throughout the 


country. The “incidents’’ which : have 


been revealed hitherto are not, on 
the ‘surface, especially alarming. Only 
two officers have been charged directly 
with the offence of mutiny. There is. no 
statement of any other deed of indiscipline 
than the half-dozen which were reported 
yesterday morning. The country is satis- 
fied that Ministers have acted promptly, 
and shares General Mulcahy’s faith in the 
Army’s loyalty. Nevertheless, it wants the 
whole truth, and any attempt to suppress 
any part of the truth would be a poor 
compliment to its patriotism: and intel- 
ligence. An announcement which we make 
this morning cannot fail to stimulate 
public curiosity. The Ministry of Defence 
has conferred the active rank of General 


| on Chief Commissioner Eoin O’Duffy, of 


the Civic Guard, and the Executive 
Council has appointed him to be 
“General Officer Commanding the Defence 
Forces of Saorstat Fireann.”” General 
O’Duffy has earned a high reputation as 
an organiser, and this appointment may 
mean little or much. It may mean merely 
that recent events have shown that the 
ordinary discipline of che troops requires 
to be “tightened up” in a variety of 
minor ways, and that. the reorganisation 
and reduction of the Army present a 
favourable opportunity for-:this reform. 
On the other hand, the appointment may 
mean that a military situation has arisen 
which demands drastic and urgent action 
in the interest not only of the Army, but 
of the community. If the public is left 
without knowledge, it will be apt to tease 
its mind with the graver. interpretation 
and to suspect. in Genera] O'Duffy's 
appointment a case of “ Videant consules.”’ 
We need not dwell upon the bad results 
of a widespread mood of anxiety or de- 
pression. They would include the decline 
of industry, the encouragement of disorder 


and an almost inevitable depreciation of 


the National Loan. The Government's 
duty, therefore, is clear: To-day, and not 
& moment later, ib must take the country, 


‘through Dail Eireann, entirely into. its 


confidence, When the House meets this 
afternoon President Cosgrave ought to 
tell the whole story of the mutiny—its 
cause, its extent and possibilities, the 
measures which have been taken to sup- 
press it; and, if the political discontents 
in the Army have infected any branch’ of 
civil government, he ought not to conceal 
the fact. We are convinced that a frank 


statement of this kind would stabilise 


public opinion and would have excellent 
effects on the moral of the Army itself. 


Of one thing President Cosgrave and his 


chief colleagues may be well assured. 
The country and Parliament will stand 
solidly behind them in all their measures 


that it may become endemic. 

In that event the outlook will become 
extremely serious, because no Government, 
however benevolently ‘disposed towards the 
workless, will be able to do much to help 
them under’ the existing system. Dr. 
Macnamara pointed out, very truly, that 
at one end of the scale hundreds gf 
thousands of young men: were walking 
the streets of Britain in a vain search 
for jobs, while at the other end of the 
scale were hundreds of thousands of 
elderly men in safe employment who 
would retire gladly if they had any possi- 
bility of settling down to spend their 
narrowing days in decency and comfort. 
Apparently the former Minister for Labour 
was thinking of some scheme of industrial 
pensions; but here, again, the question 
of ways and means arises, and even. a 
Socialist, Government could not contem- 
plate the financing of such an elaborate 
scheme. Mr. Shaw's proposals are little 
better than those of his’ many pre- 
decessors in office who have failed 
to solve:the. problem. A new insurance 
scheme is to be brought forward; the 
Trade Facilities “Act will. be extended, 
and there will be a revival of the export 
credits scheme. New arterial roads will 
be built, ‘agriculture’ will be helped, the 
possibilities. of reafforestation will be ex- 
plored. All these expedients are as old 
as unemployment......The . Liberals tried 
them before the war. They were the basis 
of Mr. Lloyd George’s Coalition promises. 
The Conservatives fell back on them last 
year. | 

In the last sentence of his speech Mr. 
Shaw admitted that the only real remedy 
for unemployment lay in the recovery of 
Britain's foreign trade. That is the 
alpha and omega of ‘the whole business. 
Work cannot be “provided.” 1¢ depends 
on effective demand—namely, 
chasing power; and while that power is 
absent nothing can be done. The effective 
demand of Europe for British goods must 
be restored. Nearly every inhabitant of 
the Continent wants. goods of. British 
manufacture, but he is unable to pay for 
them. He will be able to pay for them 
only when the currencies of Europe have 
been restored to some semblance of stability. 
Unemployment will continue. to harass 
British statesmen so long as the war spirit 
haunts’ the Chanceries of Christendom. 
The fall in the value of the French franc 
is likely to.react) very. seriously .on the 
iron and steel tradés of Britain, where 
French competition mnst be faced, and 
German rivalry already has secured an 
enormous advantage through the worth- 
lessness of the mark. While Europe is in 
her present condition it is idle to talk 
about work for the-unemployed. Relief 
measures may alleviate a certain amount 
of immediate suffering, but, be they ever 
so generous, they cannot do more than 
touch the fringe of the most distressing 
problem of modern times.

A section of the Spanish Press, inspired 
by the advent to power of the British 
Labour Party, is adyocating industrial 
emancipation. £1 Socialista has forsaken 
its trust in physital force and now pleads 
for constitutional Action,” Social condi- 
tions in Spain are extraordinarily various, 
and in some districts: they seem, to be 
positively archaic. There has been a Minis- 
try of, Labour since 1920, and a measure 
of compulsory insurance of workers since 
1919. ‘On the other hand, reforms are en- 
forced with great difficulty, especially in 
the remoter. areas. Personal. feuds are 
common ; in» Barcelona they have caused 
as many as five hundred murders during 
the last five years among employers and 
workmen. . Organisation . is. the. crying 
need, Labour remains unrepresented in 
the Senate and claifps-only a dozen of the 
404 members of the Lower House. There 
are signs, however, of an awakening, and 
several industrial -unions are beginning to 
be active. A great impetus is being 
derived...from the system of sending 
workers, engineers and. professional men 
abroad to work and to study foreign condi- 
tions, The meh who are sent, abroad. are 
selected by juntas, or committees. Since 
August, 1919, Spanish Labour has profited 
by association with modern conditions 

the International Labour Office. 
It,is doubtful whether Spain is suited any 
better to industrial emancipation than she 
was to. recent experiment of a military 
dictatorship. Lessons learned from other 
countries are not always applicable. The 
Spanish temperament remains much the 
same as in the days when it baffied 
Napoleon.

one neighbourhood, could obviously not be 
followed in an empire which, under 
Muawiya, included the whole of Arabia, 
Egypt, Syria, Meso ia, Persia, and a 
large part. of Asia Minor, and before a cen- 
tury had elapsed extended from the Pyrenees 
and the shores of ae to the steppes of 
Central Asia. Nevertheless, its necessity was 
maintained, and the doctors of the law, 
arrogating to ~hemselves the representation of 
the whole body of the faithful, always in- 
sisted on the formality of an election. 

The Umayyads reigned at Damascus until 
749, when they were overthrown by Abul 
Abbas, fourth in descent from Abbas, the 
uncle of Muhammad, who founded a new line 
of Caliphs, the Abbasids. These reigned at 
Baghdad, but Abdur Rahman, a descendant 
of Senet a, established himself at Cordova, 
and in 755 founded a line of Umayyad 
Caliphs, who reigned there until the city 
was captured in 1236 by Ferdinand of Leon 
and Castile, and were succeeded in the 
Western Caliphate by the Sultans of Granada, 
who bore the title until their capital was 
taken and the Moors were expelled from Spain 
by Ferdiftand and Isabella in 1492. 


DESCENDANTS OF FATIMA. 

The Abbasids, or Eastern Caliphs, reigned 
at Baghdad for four centuries; but in 908 
Ubaid Ullah, who claimed descent from 
Muhammad through his daughter,. Fatima, 
subdued the rulers of the provinces of 
Northern Africa, who had become indepen- 
dent of the Abbasids, and assumed the title 
of Caliph. His great-grandson conquered 
Egypt, and the Fatimid Caliphs, as they were 
galled ruled that country and Syria, 
Palestine, and Northern Africa until 1171, 
when they were overthrown by the famous 
Salah-ud-din (Saladin), who established him- 
self as independent Sultan of Egypt, but 
acknowledged the pontifical ens of the 
Abbasid Caliphs of Baghdad. Thus for more 
than two centuries and a half there had been 
three Caliphs in Islam, each anathematising 
the other two. 

Meanwhile the power of the Abbasids had 
declined. Governors of provinces had grown 
into. independent princes, and in return for 
complimentary gifts had demanded and re- 
ceived the Caliph’s recognition of their 
sovereignty in their own dominions. The 
later Caliphs were mere puppets in the hands 
of mayors of the palace, usually of Turkish 

i first half of the thirteenth 
century the Mongols overran and conquered 
Persia, and in 1958 Hulagu, the grandson of 
Jengiz Khan, captured Baghdad and pee to 
death al-Mustasim, the last reigning Caliph. 

The Caliph’s uncle sought refuge in Egypt, 
at the rt of the recently-established 
Mamluk Sultans, and founded there a line of 
nominal Caliphs, who pretended to spiritual 
authority over the world of Islam, but were, 
in fact, dependent for their mere existence on 
the good-will of the tempora! sovereign. 

In 1517 the Ottoman Sultan, Salim L., 
captured Cairo, slew the last Mamluk Sultan, 
and found himself possessor of the person of 
Mutawakkil, the nominal Caliph, a wretched 
creature, enfeebled both in body and mind by 
the abuse of strong drink. It was no difficult 
matter to persuade him to resign his dignity 
into the hands of the conqueror, and from that 
date the Ottoman Sultans have styled them- 
selves Caliphs and Rulers of the Faithful, 


RIVAL CLAIMANTS. 

The Caliphate being elective, it was beyond 
Mutawakkil’s power to transfer his dignity to 
another, and all orthodox authorities concur 
in restricting it to a member of Pe Suseish 
tribe, in accordance with» the’ itional 
saying of Muhammad: ‘‘ The Caliph shall be 
in the Quraish tribe as long as there are two 
persons in it, one to rule and another to 
serve.’ The usurpation of the title by the 
Ottoman Sultans is regarded by strict jurists 
as illegal and heretical, and their claim has 
never been universally admitted by orthodox 
Muslims. The Sultan of Morocco,-a member 
of the Quraish, claims and uses the title of 
Caliph. The Mughul emperors of India used 
it, and, though they never formally claimed 
spiritual jurisdiction over all: Muslims, none 
of them would have permitted his subjects 
to recognise the authority of the Ottoman in 
either temporal or spiritual affairs. The 
Indian fashion of acknowledging this authority 
has grown up since the great Mutiny, when 
the last vestiges of the Mughul Empire were 
swept. away, and the Government of India 
have tefrained from interference, partly 
because the Sultan of Turkey was usually our 
very good friend, partly because the question 
was re d as one of religion, with which it 
is their settled policy not to meddle, and 
partly because it.was believed that the ac- 
knowledgment of a purely spiritual authority 
was in no way inconsistent with unreserved 
loyalty to a temporal sovereign. 

Such recognition as the Ottoman Sultans 
have received has been largely due to their 
abstention from exercising the. spiritual 
functions of their office. It has been customary 
to pronounce each war against Russia to be a 
yihad, or holy war, undertaken for the defence 
or propagation of the faith, but, although 
participation in a 7ihad is incumbent on all 
Muslims, no appeal has been made to others 
than subjects of the Turkish Empire: On the 
last occasion on which a Sultan attempted to 
assert his pontifical authority by declaring the 
war against the Entente Powers to be a jihad, 
the great majority of orthodox Muslims 
throughout the world withheld their obedience 
from him, and many fought against him. 
Since the war the auestion of the Caliphate 
has been used by sedition-mongers in India as 
a pretext for rebellion, and it will be interest- 
ing to see‘ how the action of the Turkish 
Assembly is regarded by these disturbers of 
the peace. Islam has existed and flonrished 
with one, two and three Calinhs, It has con- 
tinued to flourish with Caliphs who have 
ceased to function, and there appears to be no 
reason why it should not continue to flourish 
without a Caliph.

There may be a very interesting debate 
in the House of Commons to-morrow 
evening; for Mr. Leaca, the Under- 
Secretary for Air, whose recent “ pacifist ’’ 
speech gave the House such a shock, is 
to make the annual statement of the Air 
Ministry. Thursday also should prove an 
interesting day; for the Army estimates 
will be taken when the question of the 
ex-ranker officers’ pensions will be de 
bated, and the issue left to a free vote 
of the House. On Friday Captain Ains- 
worth will revive the Conservative Bill 
proposing to restrict the powers of trade 
unions in regard to their political levies. 
This will certainly be fiercely contested 
from the Government benches. 

The Government will have to do a con- 
siderable amount of speeding up in the 
House of Commons if it means to get its 
Supply votes through before the close of 
the financial year. The Civil Service 
votes only. have been dealt with up to the 
present, and when the Service votes come 
up for consideration it is probable that 
the Opposition will embark on consider- 
able discussion. Business in the House 
is now behind the usual time-table, and 
the day is near at hand when the Prime 
Minister will have to move the suspensior 
of the eleven o'clock rule fairly often, 
with an occasional use of the closure, if 
he can enforce it, to clear off arrears of 
business. . “& 

It has been supposed by many politicians 
that the Government would wait until 
defeated in the House of Commons before 
making an appeal to the country. I 
heard something this morning that inclines 
me to the view that the Government may 
not wait for a defeat, but may press on a 
general election as soon as it has got the 
Budget through. The leaders of the Labour 
Party profess to hold the view that, if 
the party goes to the country without 
delay, it will return to power with a very 
substantial majority, and that a Govern- 
ment defeat in the House might do Labour 
more good than harm. This opinion, I 
believe, is shared by some of the leaders 
of the other great parties. 


Parliamentary Sessions. 


It was to be expected that the Govern- 
ment would reappoint the joint Select 
Committee to consider the desirability of 
altering the customary period of the 
Parliamentary session in view of the 
Labour demand in the last Parliament 
for a rearrangement of the sittings. The 
work of the Committee will be chiefly 
concerned with the proposal] that every 
session should start in November and 
extend until the middle of July, with 
fairly long breaks at Christmas, Easter 
and Whitsun. Little progress had been 
made with the inquiry when the last Par- 
liament was dissolved, but quite a large 
amount of support has been extended to 
ths proposed change by members of all 
arties. The Government, however, after 
its experience of office and departmental 
work, does not quite take the same view 
as its members did when they were free 


agents. 
Mr. Charchill’s Candidature. 


Mr. Winston Churchill was formally 
adopted as an Independent candidate for 
the Abbey Division of Westminster at a 
meeting held in the Essex Hall, just off 
the Strand, to-day. Mr. Churchill, in 
reply to the invitation to stand, stated 
that he defined his candidature as that 
of an Independent Anti-Socialist, and 
that he had not newly adopted the views 
he was putting forward; for they were 
the result of long consideration. 


Irish Interest. 


A considerable amount of space is 
devoted by the London newspapers to-day 
to the military. trouble in Ireland, one 
evening paper giving nearly two columns 
of its pages to the story.

“Three great problems must be solved to 
realise true television—the instantaneous 
‘sight of a distant object, no matter how re- 
mote its position on the globe. Of these I 
have mastered two.” : 
Nikola Tesla, whose claims in the matter of 
wireless power transmission I cabled at the

_“‘ The principles underlying the two inven- 
tions,” he explains, “are to imitate ‘the 
mechanism of the human eye—to extend the 
optic nerve, so to speak, to the desired dis- 
tance, and to construct a proper device for 
reproducing the image 7 

“I can construct a device representing the 
retina, and another equivalent to an extension 
of the optic nerve with its numerous strany. 
Only a proper receiver remairs to be pro- 
duced. If I am successful in this the art of 
television—seeing by wireless—will be prac- 
ticable to any distance,” 

_Asked whether plant for power transmis- 
sion through the earth could be constructed 
and operated, immediately Tesla replied— 
‘Certainly. I have developed all the details. 
In fact, I am anticipating beginning construc- 
tion in the very near future, relying entirely 
on my own resources,’ 

Mention of ‘‘ Hertzian waves” in the 
course of the interview drew from Tesla the 
curious observation that waves, such as 
Hertz was thought to have discovered, did 
not exist, “It is true,” he said, “ that some 
kind of energy is radiated from wires, but 
not in the form of transverse waves in the 
ether. 

*‘ Suppose two wires are Jed from an alter- 
nating current generator to be used for light- 
ing an incandescent lamp at some distance. 
If the current -alternations are very slow 
virtually no energy will be radiated from the 
conductors. But, imagine the currents made 
to pulsate faster and faster. Then, in the 
same measure, more and more so-called 
Hertzian waves will be emitted, and it will 
be found that much more power is required 
to light the lamp.”

General von Lossow was told by the Presi- 
dent that his evidence would not be taken on 
oath, because he was to a certain extent 
implicated in the events of November. 

The witness began by explaining his poli- 
tical views, and made no secret of the fact 
that a plan was broached last year to create 
a Directorate in Germany which would have 
Nationalist’ tendencies, and be equipped with 
dictatorial authority. He was, he said, quite in 
accord with the idea of such a Directorate and 
ite programme, for it was clear to. him that, 
instead of an impotent one, a firm government 
was necessary. lt was not, however, in- 
tended to establish a Directorate by a putsch, 
but by constitutional means. 

General von Lossow said he had discussed 
the question of a Directorate with Dr, von 
Kahr, Colonel Seisser, and General Luden- 
dorff at various times, and found that it 
met with their approval. He then dealt with 
the events immediately prior to the November 
revolt, and said that the orders which he 
had received from Berlin last October to 
exert hig authority by force of arms, if neces- 
sary, would have meant probably a collision 
between the Reichswehbr troops and the police 
supporting Dr. von Kahr. 

e severely criticised the actions of the 
| Berlin Goverment during this period, and said 
the relations between Bavaria and the rest 
of the Reich could have been improved if a 
little more tact had been used. He declared 
that the taking of the oath by the Bavarian 
Reichswehr was not rebellion, and continued— 
“The Seventh Division does not consist of 
Chinese coolies paid by the Reich, but 
Bavarian subjects, who feel German and 
Bavarian, and Berlin committed the mistake 
of not being able to understand this.”’ 

General von Lossow then referred to his 
acquaintanceship with Herr Hitler, who con- 
sidered himsel#”& “ German Gambetta,’ while 
his followers considered him a German 
“ Messiah.”” Herr Hitler had a plan to create 
a Hitler-Ludendorff Dictatorship, and to 

Germany from Munich. Hes Hitler 
. Colonel Seisser in the presence of 
witnesses that he would not uildertake a 
putsch without a previous agreement, while 
at a meeting on November 6th, Dr. von 
Kahr unequivocally spoke against any putsch, 
and the decision was then reached not to 
nde. Sn a putsch, because it was realised 
that Dr. von Kahr, General von Lossow, and 
Colonel Seisser would not participate in it. 

General von Lossow then proceeded to give 
his version of the events in the Munich ie 
cellar, where the November outbreak origi- 
nated, and denied General Ludendorff’s asser- 
tion that he had conferred with the latter 
about the forthcoming putsch on November 
7th. He had no idea that anything was about 
to happen. 

At the meeting in the beer cellar Herr 
Hitler accosted Dr. von Kahr with a revolver 
in hand. Colonel Seisser and he (General 
von Lossow) were held in check by others 
with revolvers, while dozens of armed men 
stood around. General Lossow declared that 
he had felt indignation and contempt for this 
treacherous attack, and considered it his duty 
to do everything to prevent a further exten- 
sion of the movement. General von Lossow 
declared that Genera] Ludendorff’s presence 
in the ocajlar did not make any difference to 
his feelings, although he, as well as Dr. von 
Kahr and Colonel Seisser, had the impression 
that General Ludendorff knew beforehand of 
Herr Hitler's plans, and that consequently he 
(General von Lossow) must áil General 
Ludendorft as an opponent. 

General von Lossow denied vehemently that 
when General Ludendorff said “Come with 
us, gentlemen,” he had stood to attention and 
stammered out, “ Your Excellency’s wishes are 
orders to me.” He was incapable of such a 
servile attitude. The whole scene took place 
under brutal coercion, and Herr Hitler had 
received no promises from Dr. von Kahr, 
Colonel Seisser, or himself. General von 
Lossow, who evidently felt particularly bitter 
against Herr Hitler, added that the latter's 
accounts of the events in the beer cellar were 
tititrué* in practically every respect. He had 
not much good to say about General Luden- 
dorff, whose name, he said, he did not con- 
sider important énotigh to carry weight in a 
Dictatorship. 


MEXICAN REVOLT.

A DIFFICULT POSITION. 
a 


Commenting editorially upon the debate on 
unemployment in the House of Commons last 
night, The Times remarks:—The whole 
course of last night’s debate on the broader 
lines to which it was transierred was one 
more proof of the extraordinary difficulties by 
which the question of unemployment and its 
reliet is surrounded. The Government are 
cearly finding that it is one thing to criticise 
the remedial measures adopted by their pre- 
decessors in otlice, and quite another, now 
that they are in ojitice, to suggest 
and carry out a more satisfactory 
solution ot the problem. No one questions 
the ardent desire of Mr. Shaw and his fellow- 
Ministers to succeed where others have so far 
failed. Nor was it to be expected that in 
the short time during which it bas been 
their oflicial duty to consider the question 
they would have been able to produce a cut- 
and-dried scheme disposing of ail its appalling 
difficulties. But the fact remains that at the 
last election they did as a party declare that 
they, and they alone, were prepared to find 
a xemedy for the evils which unemployment 
has brought upon the country, and in the 
circumstances the position in which Mr. Shaw 
found himself last ‘night was necessarily one 
of some embarrassment. 

There was ample justification for the irony 
with which Dr. Macnamara and Mr. Baldwin: 
referred to the disérepancy between the 
promises and the performances of thé. Govern- 
ment, and. for the. ironical laughter with 
which the Opposition .greeted Mr. Shaw’s 
adoption of the policy—now worn somewhat 
threadbare—of ‘‘ Wait and see.”

THE BURNEY SCHEME. 


To-day the House of Commons will con- 
sider the Air Estimates for the coming. year, 
and it is obvious that the principal criticism 
will be directed to the action of the new 
Minister in deleting from them the sum of 
£400,000, which Sir Samuel Hoare had in- 
cluded to launch the Burney airship scheme, 
states 7’he 7'imes. Lord Thomson stated in 
his explanatory memorandum that the matter 
of airship development was being carefully 
considered. The Cabinet has set up for this 
Em a committee of five oí its members— 

ord Thomson himself, Lord Parmoor, 
Lord Chelmsford, Mr. J. H. Thomas, and 
Mr. Snowden. The task of the Committee 
apparently is to consider whether the first 
stage of development proposed by the Burney 
scheme could not be undertaken as cheaply 
by the State as by private enterprise It is 
said that objection is taken by some members 
of the Cabinet to the fact that it is possible 
for a private concern to earn up to 40 per 
cent. in dividends, but this is only possible if 
the scheme is successful in every respect, and 
in that case any money advanced by the 
State, would have been paid off. As yet the 
Committee has only held one meeting, so that 
there is no likelihood of any decision on the 
subject which can help the House of Com- 
mons in cousidering the Estimates íor the 
coming year.

THE GROWING SPIRIT OF

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Members of the House of Commons had 
evidently taken full advantage of the spring- 
like conditions prevailing over the week-end, 
for there was a very scanty attendance for 
questions this afternoon. 
In reply to Mr. Becker, Mr. Thomas said 
that it was not known when the British troops 
would leave Mesopotamia, but it was the 
intention of the Government to withdraw 
them as soon as possible. 
The Prime Mirister informed Mr. Thomas 
Johnston (Labour) that the railway companies 
were prepared to issue to members a season 
ticket for a lump sum covering all members. 
The Government! were considering what would 
be a fair amount, but no binding bargain 
could be made without the consent of the 
House. 
It was announced that the members of the 
Russian Delegation coming to London shortly 
would: not be the guests of His Mayjestys 
Government. In reply to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Howard Bury, the Prime Minister admitted 
that the Government proposed to complete 
land purchase ‘n Northern Ireland and to 
uarantee the principal and interest of the 
Trish Free State Loan under the Land Act 
recently passed 
The Prime “Minister, in reply to Mr. 
Lambert, stated that the Government was 
keeping in the closest touch with all industrial 
troubles, but it did not propose to introduce 
legislation or to handle each problem in the 
same way. It would use its judgment to 
secure maximum consideration of both sides 
for. the national interest. 

RELIEF OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

On the report stage ut the vote on account 
for the Civil Service, Dr. Macnamara, as a 
former Ministeí of Labour, initiated a debate 
on the Government's schemes for the relief of 
unemployment. He fired off a long series ot 
questions ‘o Mr, Tom Shaw, as to ways and 
means of finding work for the million or so of 
registeréd themployed, and expressed the 
opinion that the Eat Governemnt, were 
under a special obligation in regard to the 
problems of finding or making work, as when 
in Opposition they had done nothing but ridi- 
cule the: efforts of their predecessors in office. 
As a matter of fact, Dr. Macnamara came to 
the conclusion that when all was said and 
done the- Labour Government were doing 
rather less than was promised gy the Baldwin 
Administration. 

Mr.. Baldwin, who followed, was not at all 
optimistic as to ths future. He was in- 
clined to think that rnemployment was likely 
to be permanent, rather than sporadic. It 
was even a quéstion whether, when trade in 
Europe became normal, we should be able to 
retain our relative position in the world. It 
the millennium was ever reached, when every 
country paid its debts, we should, he fancied, 
be living by taking in each other’s washing. 
The instability of wages, and the lessening dis- 
parity between the payment for skilled and 
unskilled labour was a dquwieting feature. 
The right hon. gentleman entered upon a close 
analysis of the conditions prevailing in 
different tradcs, and then, reverting to what 
he termed the conflicting solutions put for 
ward by various member; of the Cabinet for 
dealing with unemployment, asked under 
what thimble was the pea to be found, or 
where was the lady. His final prediction 
was that failure to solve the unemployment 
problem would break the present (overn 
ment, as it would break any other Govern- 
ment in hke circumstances. 

Mr. Tom Shaw chided Mr. Baldwin gently 
for his reference to the thimble and the pea, 
which, he said, was scarcely in consonance 
with the gravity of the situation. Considering 
the time that the Labour Government had 
been in office they could hardly he expected . 
to have arrived at a full and comprehensive 
policy in regard to unemployment. Thev 
had to deal with circumstances as they found 
them, and thesé circumstances were largely 
an inherited legaey. But they did regard 
the relief of unemployment as no less a 
national responsibility than payment of in 
terest on the war loan. 

UNCOVENANTED LANDS. 

Defending the administrative action of the 
Government in abolishing the conditions re- 
garding the payment of uncovenanted benefit, 
he said that he would have no share or lot in 
treating every unemployed person as a fraud. 
In the main, people were anxious for work, 
and if they failed to secure it they were 
entitled to relief as a right, and not as a 
charity. He foreshadowed the introduc- 
tion, within the next few weeks, of a com- 
prehensive bill dealing with unemployment. 
He gave in broad outline schemes which it 
was proposed to frame, only to be met with

A feature of the debate was a maiden 
speech by Major Gwelyn Lloyd George. He 
was rather nervous at the start, but he im- 
pressed the House favourably by the matter 
and tons of his speech, ard his father, who 
sat listening, had every reason to be proud of. 
him. Hé devoted himself main!v to the pro- 
habilities of securing greater and cheaper pro- 
duction by the development of electrical 
energy. 

There was another maiden speech 
Hall Caine, the son of the novelist, 
summed up the speech of Mr. Tom Shaw as 
the greatest tribute to the late Government. 

Mr. Harmsworth. was much concerned at 
the prospect of aliens receiving the wnemploy- 
ment dole, and pressed the Labour Minister 
for statistics, which, however, Mr. Shaw was 
unable to supply, as he said thot they did not 
exist. He had no proof that there were any 
aliens receiving uncovenanted benefit. 

Mr. Hannon seemed rather pleared to think 
that. the Labour Government had discovered 
for themselves that there was no royal.road to 
the solution of the unemployment problem. 
Their proposals, in fact, did not go one whit 
heyond the schemes put forward by the late 
Government. 

It was somewhat of a shock to some of the 
older Parliamentarians when Miss Margaret 
Bondfield, from the Front Opposition Bench, 
rose to reply to points raised in the course of 
the debate. Quite unabashed at the prospect 
of facing a crowded and critical House, Miss 
Rondfield acquitted herself in a manner which 
called forth frequent cheers from all sections. 
She spoke clearly and fluently, and was quite 
unawed at the prominent position in which 
she found herself. She addressed herself 
chiefly to the women’s side of the unemploy- 
ment problem, and emphasised the necessity 
of providing proper instruction for girls in 
the domestic arts. . 

Lady Astor, who expressed disappointment 
at the Government’s general proposals, had 
the last word, and the vote was passed.

IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS, 

_The standing prohibition of the importa- 
tion of ruminants and swine prevents the most 
obvious risks of infection. . In the jmporta- 
tion of small animals arid poultry (dogs, foxes. 
hares, rabbits, and domestic poultry of all 
sorts) a certain degree of risk is involved, but 
such importations are restricted’ by regulation 
to ‘animals and poultry céming from non- 
infected districts. With regard to horses, in 
which of necessity there must be some traffic, 
the test of necessity is highly desirable, and 
all horses imported should have their hooves 
and: clothing: disinfected on landing. The 
existing prohibition of the importation of hay 
or straw is another precautionary measure. 
which the public generally can do much to 
make effective. The fact that hay and straw 
are carriers of the disease germs is sufficient. 
to justify the orders which forbid-them to be 
imported in any form, whether as fodder or 
litter, or as the packing of merchandfse. Im- 
porters of goods can help in the matter by in- 
sisting that their consignments. shall be for-’ 
warded. packed (where packing is necessary) in 
' gome other material, - 

The necessities of. the case for safeguards 
against what must be regarded as the im- 
minent danger of an outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease.demand that the Irish public 
should not regard the enforcement of the 
regulations solely as a matter for officials, but 
should themselves take every care that the 
regulations are obeyed in the spirit and in 
the letter. :

ROADS AND TRAFFIC. 


_Lieutenant-Colonel Carty, M.C., dealt with 
the subject of ‘Transport’ before the 
Engineering and Scientific “Association of 
Ireland at the Physics Theatre, Earlsfort 
terrace, Dublin, last night. He. said that 
transport depended on three things—firstly, 
method of propulsion} secondly, the materi:! 
available for use, and, thirdly, the path over 
which traction takes place. 

With regard to roads, the lecturer remarked 
that twenty years ago only 20 per cent. of 
the traffic on our streets was mechanical; while 
80 per cent. was horse-drawn., To-day motor 
vehicles varied in proportion from 90 to 95 

er cent, and horse-drawn vehicles from 5 to 

0 per. cént. of the total.. This did not mean 
that horses were lessening by 95 per cent., but 
that road trafiic of al] kinds had increased by 
some 700 to 800 per cent. The result of this 

‘eat increase was that the condition of “the 
roads. interested. millions of the public, and 
that a much higher standard of durability and 
smoothness of surface, together with better 
gikn-posts, were demanded.
